May Take Car. 
At the p resen t tim e a m an who 
buys a m achine on co n tract can tak e 
th e car to a garage and have rep airs 
m ade on it running into hundreds of 
dollars, w ith the resu lt th a t the g a r­ 
age m an m ay take the c ar for the 
price of his work, the legal ow ner 
losing his in te rest In it, as the m e­ 
ch an ic’s bill holds above th a t of the 
legal ow ner.

w orking in collusion it is an easy 
m a tte r to “fake” a bill for repairs, 
w ith the autom obile going to th e gar­ 
age m an in paym ent for his work.

Might Block Work.

M any dealers who have sold cars

The dealers in m any in­ 
stan ces have recovered from loss by 
paying the rep air bill and taking the 
m achine.

And here he shows signs of coming 
back, as head of a counter-revolu­ 
tion. If he succeeds, it will be one 
of the most striking reversals of for­ 
tune in history. 
It will mean much, too, for Russia 
and the world, if he succeeds. “W ith­ 
in sijj months,” Kerensky prophesies, 
“Russia will no longer be a commun­ 
ist state but a republic modeled like 
America.”

In a city th at has usually prided 
Itself on its adm inistration of jus­ 
tice several indictm ents for perjury I 
have been brought by the grand jury. ( 
growing out of a celebrated murder 
trial Involved a police magistrate. It 
was established by the testimony of 
several w itnesses th at there wore 
only three men directly coni turned 
with the crime. 
One of them was 
shot, and it was accepted as self- j 
evident th at one of the other two did 
the shooting. 
W itnesses heard the 
report and saw the flash. The only 
question was, which of the surviv­ 
ors did it? 
One of the suspected pair was tried 
and acquitted, with ‘the testim ony ( 
evidently establishing his innocence, t 
Then the other was tried, and he 
likewise was acquitted. The 
w it­ 
nesses in the two trials were mostly 
the same persons, but they did not 
tell the same stories. The testim ony 
of some of them varied so markedly 
from the first trial to the second 
th at it became the obvious duty of 
the prosecuting attorney to proceed 
against them for perjury, “to make 
an example of them .” 
This country needs new respect for 
the oath as much as it needs any­ 
thing. 
Nothing would help more in 
the moral regeneration of this age 
than a wave of convictions and pun­ 
ishm ents for the insidious crime of 
perjury, which caps the very founda­ 
tions of justice and corrupts the mu­ 
tual faith w ithout which organized 
society cannot hold together.

With the producers headed by Wil­ 
liam A. Brady, adm inistering the an­ 
aesthetic, the reform ers under guid­ 
ance of Dr. Wilbur H. C rafts, expect 
to cut the following from pictures: 
Vampires, sex appeals, marathon 
kisses, crime, nakedness, ridicule of 
church or state, gambling. 
Many Producers Present 
Today’s consultation of reform ers 
and the national association which 
represents about 90 
per 
cent 
of 
Am erican producers, 
was 
brought 
about by Ben Hampton, former pub­ 
lisher and now head of several movie 
concerns. 
Dr. Crafts, superintendent of the 
international reform bureau, told the 
United Press that if the producers 
will consent to the scheduled opera­ 
tion he will hold back his federal 
censorshop bill for a year, thus, as 
he puts it, placing the film industry 
on probation. Em phasis was placed 
by Dr. Crafts, however, on the fact 
that regardless of what action the 
producers take, he will not interfere 
with the state censorship bills be­ 
fore nearly forty legislatures, nor 
the re0ulatory 
ordinances 
contem­ 
plated by fifty cities. 
Says Industry Sick 
‘‘The movie industry is pretty sick 
ju st now' as the result of its spon­ 
sors catering to the lowest tastes,"

The inner ring of the planet Saturn, 
known to astronomers as the “crepe

others, has a thickness of 2000 miles, 
while the other rings are very much 
thinner, according

observations 
made by Prof. William H, Pickering 
of Harvard at the Harvard A stro­ 
nomical Station at Mandeville, J a ­ 
maica. 
The thickness of the rings of S at­ 
urn is a m atter which has long a t­ 
tracted the interest of astronomers. 
This planet is surrounded by what 
appears through a small telescope to 
be a single flat ring of exceeding 
thinness.
